Ho is assumed to bo a 
man who collects news, not to keep 
it .«'. crct but to toll the world in ihij 
paiK'i'. When he not only fails to 
tell what ho knows but tell:; much 
thai ho doesn't know, inventing or 
believing idiotic 
legends, 
he 
is 


worso' than a mere failure. He is a 
fool, to say the best of him. 


Mo, u positively, clay by day, an 


imr.oitant element of our journal- 
ism is being placed at the'service 
of the evils which beset good gov- 
ernment. There is a cult and aela- 
pue now 
busily 
imagining 
and 


warming a legendary Bill O'Dwyor 
Thus the mayor of New
